yesterday, which was wired to the 
Advocate, was only temporary, and 
that ho would resume business again 
soon, Dar-iel J. Sully was compelled 
this morning to make an assignment 
to Joseph H. Hcadlcj for the benefit 
of his creditors.

The case of the State of Ohio ex rcl. 


J. R. Alcherly vs. A. R. Pitser, Auditor 
of LicKing County, Ohio, was decided 
Saturday by the court. The action was 
brought to recover .certain costs. 
A 


party was arrested and brought before 
Justice Atcherly upon a charge of fail- 
ure to maintain his minor child, under 
2C years of age. A jury was impanel- 
ed, under a recent enactment of the 
legislature, which provides that the 
justice of the peace shall certify to the 
clerk of the court of common pleas 
that such a prosecution is pending and 
that the clerk shall craw 20 names 
from the jury wheel, and that, from 
trese names, the jury shouM be select- 
ed before which the defendant should 
be tried. A jury was drawn^ the de- 
fendant was tried,.a motion was made 
in arrest of judgment because the affi- 
davit did not state sufficient facts to 
constitute a cause af action, and the 
action was dismissed. 


'Squire Atcherly filed his certificate 


of costs with the auditor and asked 
that die auiitor issue him a certificate 
for the costs in favor of Atcherly- The 
auditor refused to issue the warrant. 


A petition in mandamus was then 


filed in the courff of common pleas to 
compel the auditor to issue the war- 
rant. 


The auditor filed his answer. 
The 


section under which the justice pro- 
ceeded provides that the defendant on 
conviction may be imprisoned in the 
penitentiary for three years, or be seat 
to a workhouse for 90 days. 


The auditor claimed that no person 


should be held tn answer for an infa- 
mous crime unless on presentment or 
indictment of a grand jury; the section 
under which the defendant was tried 
before Justice Ateherly provides that 
a breach thereof should constitute P, 


] felony: that the statutes p-wide -what 


j a felony consists of, viz: Gfenses pur.- 
| ishable by death or imprisonment in 
! the penitentiary: that all other of- 
fenses are misdemeanors; any crime; 
which is punishable by imprisonment 
in the penitentiary is an infamous 
crime. 


It was also claimed that i:nder the 


above statute the justice could not de 
termine whether the crime was infa- 
mous until after he had tried the case 
and imposed tbe penalty. If the justice 
saw fit to impose a penalty of impris 
' eminent in the penitentiary, then it 


I was an infamous crime. If he ?aw fit 
' to impose a jail sentence, it was mere-

JAPS OCCUPY PING YANG. 


St. Petersburg, March 10.—Under 


Friday s date, Viceroy Alcxicff cables 
to the emperor from 
Mukden as fol- 


lows: 


"General Mishtchento reports that 


Ping Yang is occupied by Japanese in- 
fantry with some guns and that Kor- 
ean carts are carrying their supplies. 
The enemy's cavalry is not visible in 
large bodies and only isolated horse- 
men are seen. Their horses are poor. 


"Our patrols disccveied the pres-

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THE EASTERN WAR—HOW LONG? 


There is much speculation among 


European financiers involved financial- 
ly or politically in the war between 
Russia and Japan when it will prob- 
ably come to an ending by the exhaus- 
tion, of either of the combatants. There 
is not much hope of a speedy ending, if 
•we can judge of that fact by the prepa- 
rations making for its continuance. 
Russia, has just succeeded in floating a 
•war loan of $200,000,000 with foreign 
financiers, and this in addition to its 
immense home resources, for there is 
great wealth in Russia, and it can all 
be brought within the grasp of the im- 
perial taxgatherers. 
' So much for Russia's 'inances in 
hand and prospective. 
The national 


loan advertised by the government of 
Japan has been subscribed for by the 
Japanese moneyed class and people to 
the extent of four and a half times the 
amount called for, which may be loose- 
ly estimated at a thousand millions' 01 
dollars, which seems to be a wild exag- 
geration. 
The Japanese at the com- 


mencement of the war boasted that 
they could realize ?35,OtO,000 a year by 
internal taxation, without touching on 
their outside credit, which is indefinite. 
It has great sources of internal 
reve- 


nue in its tobacco and salt monopolies, 
as well as a land tax, which will pro 
duce fifteen or twenty millions of dol- 
lars annually. 


So much for the money question, 


which seems to solve the problem that 
there will be plenty for both nations, 
for the most "energetic prosecution" 
of war ,and this rather discounts the 
European idea that the war will not be 
of long duration. 


The information is remarkably indef- 


inite about the resources of the 
two 


nations in armed and equipped sol- 
diers. In this respect Russia is gener- 
ally credited as having a manifest ad- 
vantage. The claim is put forward that 
the czar's empire has in readiness for 
the field, or will soon have, with its or- 
ganization perfected, well on to half a 
million men. Thi? force will be pre 
pared to resist Japan in the field and 
maintain Russian supremacy in Man- 
churia and Korea. The Russian army, 
on a peace and "war footing, is stated 
by the "Statesman's Year Book'" at a 
million of men, which is not improb- 
able, considering the vast extent of 
territory and population loyal to the 
czar. 


Japan has 573,000 men in its regular 


army, besides an immense number of 
reserves and militia. 
Its military 


strength is claimed to fully reach the 
million mark, as the island empire has 
a population of 47,000,000, or . about 
that of the United States in 1870. 


The money and the men will go rap- 


idly in the great conflict in -which the 
two people are engaged. Exhaustion, 
as happened to the Southern confeder- 
acy after four years-df war. and as fell 
on the Boers after a. shorter straggle 
•with Great Britain, is not likely to hap- 
pen to Japan or Russia. 
They have 


self-sustaining powers, and no special 
industry necessary to the vi ho!e people 
is Jiikely to be destroyed. The conP.icl 
is for power and prestige in Asia. This 
;s the point to he surrendered when 
the governments and people grow

Inspector Walks 152 Miles to Newark

A New York dispatch says that Pres 


ident A. J. Cassatt of the Pennsylvania 
railroad has been authorized by the di- 


i ectors to contract for such a quantity 


of sHeel rails as he may deem neces- 
sary, to be used in pending improve- 
ments on the lines east and west of 
Pittsburg. It is understood that Mr. 
Cassatt has invited proposals from the 
Vnited States Steel corporation, the 
Cambria Steel company and the Lack- 
avvanna Steel company for 50,000 tons 
of rails for speedy delivery. 


The Lackawanua company has al- 


ready booked orders for between 80,- 
000 and 70,000 tons of steel rails for 
this year's delivery. Concerning pros- 
pective demands for steel rails the 
president of a big Western and South- 
western system says: 


"New railway building and exten- 


sions will for this year be reduced to 
as low a minimum as consistent with 
requirements, but notwithstanding this 
there will be a good demand for rails. 
The winter just closing has been the 
hardest upon railroaJs of any similar 
season for 20 years. We nave had at 
least 100 days of severe weather. The 
result was a pounding of roadbed and 
wear upon equipment the most pro- 
nounced for at least two decades. Re- 
1-lacement expenditures will necessar- 
ily be heavy and the main item will be 
steel rails.'1

WILL BE PRESSED FOR THE PRES 


IDENTIAL NOMINATION. 


May Be Given Second Place on the 


Ticket If He Fails to Get the

Columbus, O., March 19.—A new fea- 


ture was injected into the presidential 
candidacy of Colonel James Kilbourne 
Fridiay.

Feeling that he had 
been impressed by these and that 
anyway it was the right of the 
public to make a candidate when 
it comes to such an exalted office 
as that of the presidency -unless 
the man most nearly concerned ab- 
solutely and unequivocally refuses 
to allow his name,!*) be used, his 
friends gave publicity to the move- 
mart.

"The announcement came as an 


absolute surprise to Colonel Kil- 
bourne, as it was entirely without 
his knowledge or consent. 
It is 


hardly necessary to say that Col- 
onel Kilbourne's sense of the fit- 
ness of things, his own dignity and 
that due to the high position for 
which he is being urged, would 
preclude him from announcing 
himself as a candidate for the 
presidential nomination. 


"His friends have confidence, 


however, that he will respond to 
the call of duty, and not refuse 
to allow his name to remain before 
the public for consideration for 
this high honor. It is not Colonel 
Kilbourne's candidacy, but Colonel 
Kilbourne is the people's candi- 
date."
